County Divisions Preserved Intact.

Aa Interesting contest developed at the 


meeting of the Supervisors tbta morninn 
n connection with the petition filed by 
residents of the dlstrict'east Of Hay ward 
for the creation of a new «cJjool dlatiict 
to be known as the Falnrttw district.

tion 1578 of the Political Code, 1 here- 
with transmit to your Honorable Body 
the enclosed petition for the formation of 
L new school district, to be known as 
-he "Fairview School District," and to 
he itakan trom the present Hayward 
School District. 
"In addition to tlie original petition, I 
am enclosing ^ou various protests and 
other documents, appertaining 
thereto 


with my recommendation in the matter. 
"The original petition for the forraa- 
lon of this new district, filed with me 
January 10, 1910, is signed by the pa- 
rents or guardians of ninety-five chil- 
dren 
It appeals to me that the children 


who ars represented by this petition are, 
at the present time, without adequate 
school facilities 
There are two methods 


>y which this Lnfortunate situation may 
be relieved. One Is, by forming a new 
district, the other, by the adoption of 
he ward school syftem in the present 
Hayward School District. In cither case, 
.he expense of providing the new school 
can be met only by Increased taxation. 


In the first Instance, the tax wuuld 


fall only upon the proposed new district. 
Whereas, In th» second case, tho tax 
would be borne by the entire Hayward 
School District. 


SEEKS BEST SYSTEM. 


"It Is Impossible to act in a nutter 


of this kird without Inflicting hardship 
n some Individual cases. The end that 
the Sur.erint»ndcnt of 
Schools should 
seek to attain by Ms recommendation, is 
to give tha greatest possible number of 
pupils affected the best possible school 
idvantages In the most economical man- 
ner. Taking this broad view of the sit- 
uation, I hesitate to recommend the dis- 
memberment of the present Hayward 
School District. 
The formation of the proposed new 


district would lie the precedent, I think, 
'or carving out of two or more other 
new districts. Experience FPd observa- 
tion has led me to the conviction that 
.he conservation of school resources In 
a district of this kind can be best at- 
tained by a strong, central school, with 
.he ward system attached, and I firmly 
believe that such a system is prelerihle 


a. number of small, weak schools, both 


from the standpoint of <>conomy and ef- 
ficiency, and which must alto of ner^s- 
stty be deprived of those modem, educa- 
tional features which are being rei og- 
nlzed as of great Importance in these 
modern times, nuch as manual training, 
domestic science and agriculture.

families canvassed having boon 
In 


the United States less than five years 
and two thirds le«s than ten years. 
In the cities covered it was found that 
there was an average of 134 persons 
per hundred rooms occupied, includ- 
ing kitchens, and an average of 232 
persons per 100 sleeping rooms. The 
number of persons per hundred rooms 
occupied in the different cities 
fol- 


lows: 


Boston, 144; Philadelphia, 141; New 


York and Cleveland, 139; Buffalo, 133; 
Chicago, 126, and Milwaukee 
115.

Right Rev. Joseph H. Johnson, Epis- 
copal bishop of Los Ang-eles and one 
of the most noted prelates in the 
West, has written an interesting 
com- 


mentary on divorce. 
In response to 


series of questions on the prob- 


lems of marriage the bishop clearly 
defines the attitude of his church as 
to their solution, and he strongly ad- 
vocates a form of legal separation 
•which shall give to the injured party 
protection of his or her individual 
rights 


Bishop Johnson recently preached 


a powerful series of sermons in. which 
he dealt with divorce uncompromis- 
ingly. 
He declared that until the 


divorce evil is rrmedled and child- 
hood protected hope of the prosperity 
of American institutions cannot be 
maintained. 


HYPOTHETICAL CASES.

Suppose a gentle, trusting woman 


marries a man who denies her the

POSTAL SAVINGS 


DEFENDED 


Senator Carter Says Prime 


Object of Bill Is to Encour- 
age Thrift Among People 


WASHINGTON, Jan. ,1.—The Unit- 


ed States is the only first class power 
In the world to deny to the people 
the privileges and the blessings en- 
joyed by a postal savings bank, said 
Senator Carter of Montana, speaking 
in the Senate today on the bill to 
establish postal savings banks. 
He 


spoke of promises made in the last 
Republican platform, as well as in 
several other party platforms; of the 
Fupport given to the measure by form- 
er President Roosevelt and b> Presi- 
dent Taft and also by a number of 
the 
postmasters-general of the last 


forty years. 
. 


Answering numerous objections to 


postal tavinqs banks, Senator Carter 
said that they would not be a menace 
to the present banking system of th'e 
country, that the present system of 
banks, even if they were- sufficiently 
numerous, could not reach the peo- 
ple in the rural and sparsely settled 
districts -whom the postal banks are 
designed to benefit. 
The postal de- 


positories, he declared, would 
en- 


courage thrift, would bring into cir- 
culation much money now kept In hid- 
ing and Would impel foreigners, who 
now send much of their savings home 
for deposit in savings banks in their 
own countries, to place it in the care 
of this Government. 


In referring- to countries that have 


such a system, the speaker said that 
"it Is operated in countries of limit- 
ed extent and those of broad terri- 
torial expanse with equal facility, suc- 
cess and satisfaction." 


ANSWERS OBJECTIONS. 


Answering the objection that 
the 


establishment of postal banks would 
be an unwarranted use of power by 
thb Government, he claimed that the 
"bill only elaborates a use to which 
the postal service' is now subjected, 
for, as the report of the committee 
will show, a large sum of money in 
all the States and Territori?s is in- 
vested in money orders payable to 
the purchasers and renewed annuallv 
at an expense of $3 per $1,000 as a 
penalty on thrift. 


"The prime purpose of the meas- 


ure," he declared, "is to encourage 
thrift among the masses of the peo- 
ple by furnishing widely distributed, 
convenient and absolutely safe depos- 
itories wherein small sums may be 
placed at a low rate of interest with 
the faith and credit of the Govern- 
ment pledged to the re-payment of 
principal and interest on demand." 


CONCERNING PATRONAGE. 


He held that if the commercial and 


other banks were widely distributed, 
they would not he patronized to any 
considerable extent by the class of 
people to whom the postal savings de- 
pository would furnish the needful el- 
ements of convenience and absolute 
confidence. 
To the charge that such 


a system might be held unconstitution- 
al, he answered that the microscope 
has not been made that can disclose 
the differenoe in principle between 
the money order system and the sys- 
tem here proposed. 


This system, said Senator Carter, In- 


stead of being a menace to the banks, 
would prove a source of strength. 
Such had been the results wherever 
postal hanks had been tried. 


KOARD OP TRUSTEES. 


The bill before the Senate provided 


that the system be directed by a 
board of trustees to be composed of 
the Secretary of the Treasury, 
the 


Postmaster-General and the Attorney- 
General. 
This board is to report to 


Congress at the beginning of each 
regular session. Every postoffice au- 
thorized to issue 
postoffice 
money 


orders and such others as the Post- 
master-General may designate are to 
be postal depositaries. 


Any person more than ten years of 


age is eligible to make a deposit, al- 
though no account of less than $1 
can be opened anS no person may de- 
posit more than $100 in one calendar 
month or more than $500 altogether, 
not counting 
accumulated 
interest. 


Interest is to be at the rate of 2 per 
cent a year.

For the calendar year of 1909 the com- 
merce of Oakland harlior amounted to 
3,781,920 tons.

by, ferries, 1.516.6G4 tons were by ves- 
sels, and ,he total valuation of the car- 
goes was $150,000,000. This is an Increase 
over the calendar year 190S by vessels of 
580,049 tons and nn increased valuation of 
?10,084,744, exclusive of any increased 
tonnage by ferry. 


AS TO OTHER PORTS. 


In this connection I wish to call the 


attention of the Board to the fact that 
30-foot channels have been recommended 
at both Wilmington and San Diego har- 
bors in the State of California.

as final. He has had the matter under considera- 
tion for some months; and notwithstanding the 
urging of friends and gratifying assurances of sup- 
port from all parts of the State, it is his matured 
resolution not to run again. Since his severe ill- 
ness it has been his desire to retire from the cares 
of office, and Airs. Gillett is particularly anxious 
for him to shake off the anxieties and onerous 
duties imposed by the executive position. 
More- 


over, the Governor feels that he owes a duty to his 
family which he should no longer subordinate to 
the public welfare or the cravings of political am- 
bition. He has fulfilled every promise made to the 
people when he became a candidate for Governor 
and will leave the executive office with a record of 
performance that will challenge comparison with 
that of any Governor California has ever had. 


The Governor's determination not to run again 


v\ ill cause deep regret throughout the Slate, for 
he has been as loyal to his party convictions and 
his personal friendships as he has been to the pub- 
lic interests. He has kept the faith with all who 
trusted him. He has never subordinated the pub- 
lic welfare and the obligations imposed by his 
oath of office to political and personl friendship, 
and he has never made public duty an excuse for 
party disloyalty or for ignoring the claims of 
friendship. 
He has been frank aid square and 


sincere—a fine example of sturdy manhood and 
straightforward dealing. 
His fame will grow 


brighter after he retires from the Gubernatorial 
chair; his fidelity to his pledges will in future be 
pointed out as worthy of admiration and emula- 
tion ; and he will be followed into private life by 
popular respect and a large share of personal af- 
fection.

Pertinent Football Comparisons 


A correspondent^ of the Deseret Evening News 


of Salt Lake who is an expert footballer, named 
John Morgan, reviews at great length the compar- 
ative merits of "soccer" football and the American 
intercollegiate game which has been totally dis- 
credited by the universities in this State, and 
which the Eastern universities have demanded 
shall be again revised so as to eliminate the deadly 
mass plays before they will tolerate its continu- 
ance as an intercollegiate athletic sport. Says the 
Deseret News correspondent: 


"In the short two months of the last intercol- 


legiate season fully thirty-three persons met with 
accidents that terminated fatally, others are crip- 
pled for life and such excesses as 'that is the price 
we have to pay' to develop courage and physical 
manhood in the mass of students is nothing but 
utter rot, inasmuch as barely more than the half 
of 1 per cent of the mass of students ever get the 
chance of making the team. 
Football is not worth 


the sacrifice of a single life let alone the awful price 
American parents have to pay annually to provide 
a gladiatorial contest for the amusement of the 
public, and to maintain the reputation of certain 
professional 
coaches in turning out 
successful 


teams, who in their mad desire to win at all and 
every cost turn what should be sport and recrea- 
tion into nothing but mere drudgery, so that after 
leaving college not one in a thousand will indulge 
in the game for the love of it and what few do 
take part after leaving college take part in it only 
as paid coaches in other universities, minor col- 
leges and high schools. More deaths occurred in 
the short two months of the intercollegiate season 
with its comparatively few players than have oc- 
curred in all Great Britain during the last twenty- 
five years. Yet more football games are played in 
England alone on one ordinary Saturday afternoon 
than are played in all America, including Canada, 
during the whole of the college season. Not only 
that but the season is four times as long and hun- 
dreds of matches are played in mid-winter, im- 
portant professional league contests at that, on 
hard frost-bound grounds, when it is not only dif- 
ficult on the slippery surface to maintain a foot- 
hold, but is also in a sense dangerous to life and 
limb." 


Morgan correctly claims that when it comes to 


developing endurance, stamina and staying power 
"soccer" has the intercollegiate game "skinned to 
a finish." Moreover, the play is so open that foul 
play is easily detected, and there is no fear of any- 
one having his finger or part of his ear bitten off in 
a scrimmage, or the Hooligan practices of piling 
up or bucking the line which are tolerated in the 
college game. 


As to the relative popularity of "soccer" over 


Rugby football in Great Britain, the home of both, 
and where Rugby has ceased to be in favor, Mor- 
gan has this to say: 


"On last boxing day, the day after Christmas, 


but owing to the 26th falling on Sunday the holi- 
day was held on Monday, Dec. 27th, over 72,000 
persons witnessed the 'soccer' league match at Chel- 
sea twixt Chelsea and Newcastle United; on that 
day over 300,000 spectators 
attended the ten 


games set for decision in the first division English 
league. Last season the total paid attendances, 
first and second division English league and first 
division Southern league, passed the 11,750,000 
mark or nearly double the united attendances of 
the National and American baseball league in 
America. Three times during the last ten years 
has the crowd passed the 100,000 mark at the final 
game, English cup, while the largest crowd that 
ever attended a football match was at the 'soccer' 
international twixt Scotland and England at Glas- 
gow, April, 1908, when 121,828 paid for admission. 
" 'Soccer' football will attract greater numbers 


than any other sport once players have mastered 
its finer points. Of all games of football it is with- 
out the least shadow of a doubt, the most scien- 
tific, far more so than the intercollegiate; what- 
ever W. Camp or a 100 W. Camps rolled into one 
may say to the contrary." 


These are indisputable facts which are worthy 


of the consideration of every lover and supporter 
of football as an athletic field sport worthy of be- 
ing perpetrated.

POLITICAL AND 


FROM SAN BUSINESS 
GOSSIP 


FRANCISCO 


SAN FRANCISCO, January 31.—The distribution 


of the loaves and fishes by the new municipal admin- 
istration is being watched with interest by the citi- 
zens of San Francisco. To date Mayor McCarthy has 
succeeded in maintaining a privacy in relation to his 
intentions of a patronage nature unexcelled by a secret 
order. The publfc has been speculating as to his pur- 
poses, but his first announcements showed how ran- 
dom these forecasts had been. 


It is current in political circles that Harry Flannery 


has Congressional aspirations and the impression was 
had for a time that his appointment as Police Commis- 
sioner had put him out of line for Representative. Un- 
der the charter Police Commissioners and Fire Com- 
missioners may not be candidates for other office dur- 
ing their terms, and for one year thereafter. But this 
question was disposed of so long ago that many have 
forgotten it. The State Constitution prohibits judges 
from being candidates for other office during their 
terms. United States District Judge De Haven, some 
time back, when a superior judge in Humboldt county 
ran for and was elected to Congress, serving for one 
term. The question of constitutional prohibition was 
tested at that time and it was determined that it only 
applied to Stati offices. The charter provision simi- 
larly interpreted will only apply to municipal offices, 
so Flannery is at liberty to run for Congress should 
he so elect. 


The political gossips of the Union Labor party have 


it that Ben Steinman, formerly Mayor of Sacramento, 
and now a resident of San Francisco, was a most en- 
ergetic candidate for the appointment of Police Com- 
missioner, and that Flannery was moved into the fight 
to sidetrack the former chief executive of the capital 
city. 


STOCKTON MURDER CASE., 


The Stockton trunk murder case in which Emma 


Le Doux, once convicted of the murder of A. N. Mc- 
Vicar with the death penalty attached, and who re- 
cently pleaded guilty and was given a life sentence, 
furnished many interesting features other thanvthose 
indicating the atrocity of the crime. The woman's at- 
torney, Judge Charles H. Fairall, secured a new trial 
on technical grounds and this was about to be pro- 
ceeded with when the District Attorney's office de- 
veloped a disinclination to go to trial, but favored a 
compromise by which the woman pleaded guilty in 
consideration of a life term in prison being substituted 
for the death penalty. This seemed passing strange 
in view of the fact that the more than ninety wit- 
nesses in the case were still within the jurisdiction of 
the court, thus making all the evidence in the first 
trial available for the second. 
Apparently the Dis- 


trict Attorney's office did not like hard work. 


The woman has been in jail at Stockton for four 


years lacking but two months. She gave as a reason 
for pleading guilty, with a life sentence consideration, 
that the time already spent in prison had passed so 
pleasantly and quickly that she had no dread of re- 
maining in jail for the remainder of her life, although 
she is but 30 years old. Evidently prison life has been 
made agreeable for her. 


Still another unusual and remarkable feature of this 


trunk murder case is that Mrs. Le Doux realizes that 
her neck was saved by her lawyer and is grateful, con- 
trary to the usual rule of clients that deserved a fate 
different from that meted~out to them. 


SPRING VALLEY IN POLITICS. 


Notwithstanding the popular belief that when the 


electors of 'San Francisco failed to vote to incur a 
bonded indebtedness of $35,000,000 for the acquisition 
of the property of the Spring Valley Water Company, 
the roof of the structure that corporation had erected 
to effect the sale of its plant to the city fell in, there 
are those who believe that many months will not have 
elapsed before another proposition from the water 
company will be forthcoming. 


Of course the limitation placed upon the amount 


for which San Francisco may mortgage itself is an im- 
portant consideration, but it is believed that the pres- 
ent municipal administration, and the water concern 
will be able to come to a mutual agreement under 
which a figure will be arrived at satisfactory to both 
sides. The company may eliminate much of its prop- 
erty from the proposal—for example, its mountain sup- 
ply, which, in view of the Hetch-Hetchy source, may 
not be needed. The $35,000,000 proposition included 
all the properties; of the water company, and one 
branch of its management expressed satisfaction at its 
defeat. 


Many conditions new in the construction of munici- 


pal water works may enter into subsequent negotia- 
tions. It may not be requisite that big storage reser- 
voirs for emergency supplies be erected on this penin- 
sula as at present, suitable sites being available in 
Alameda county, possibly at a greatly reduced cost. 
The question of distributing reservoirs is much simpli- 
fied under later methods of construction. 
Some ex- 


perts favor tanks of metal rather than large sunken 
basins and claim that sites for the former are available 
in many of the public squares and parks already 
owned by the city. If this be correct the claim of the 
water company that it has acquired all the available 
reservoir sites in San Francisco would seem untenable. 


Spring Valley is still an important factor to the 


municipal life of San Francisco and it is probable that 


it will make at least one more effort to sell the com- 
pany's plant to the city. 


TUOLUMNE WATER SUPPLY. 


In this same relation much has be< n said and writ- 


ten about the "dirt flying at both end-," in the work of 
bringing the Tuolumne water supp'y to San Fran- 
cisco. It appears to have been forgo-ten that the law 
requires that bonds be sold and the money placed in 
the oity treasury before work calling for expenditures 
is commenced. Of course it is not necessary that all 
the bonds be sold at once, but bond agents have in the 
past shown an indisposition to bid on bonds of munici- 
pal utilities that are in competition with similar utili- 
ties in private ownership; in fact, it s said that bond 
.experts never recommend that such purchases be 
made by the proposed investors they represent. 


Similar conditions obtain in relation to the sale of 


the Geary street railroad bonds, investors being wary 
of putting their money into securities that are threat- 
ened with years of litigation. San Francisco, while 
it may not wish to proclaim the faci, is therefore in 
quite a mess in relation to the public utilities it has 
proposed to municipally own and control and the citi- 
zens may have a long and impatient wait for their ac- 
complishment. 


LEAGUE LEADERS IN COUNCIL. 


Leading members of the Lincoln-Roosevelt League, 


and particularly the State organization of that name, 
have been informally conferring, which might be more 
correctly described as holding whispering caucuses, 
in the hotel lobbies during the week just closed. These 
leaguers have under consideration several candidates 
for Governor, but do not seem to be able to make a 
choice. Mayor Mott of Oakland seemed to stand high 
in their whisperings for a day or two. Then the boost- 
ers for Senator Belshaw of Antioch had an inning 
and sibilant sounds resembling his name were to be 
heard. 


Colonel E. A. Forbes of Marysville, a leader of the 


Lincoln-Roosevelt League in the northern part of the 
State, is in a receptive mood and does not resent sug- 
gestions that he would himself be a strong candidate 
for Governor. 


J. O. Hayes, designated "Black" because of the hue 


of his whiskers and also to distinguish him from his 
brother "Red," the Congressman, appeared on the 
scene and it was whispered that he was willing to be 
called. It is understood that Hayes is not averse to 
liberally financing a campaign with himself as the 
Lincoln-Roosevelt League's standard-bearer, and is 
also ready to contribute the columns of his newspa- 
pers in San Jose to attacking the regular Republican 
organization and all the latter represents. 


The leaguers in the southern part o-' the State favor 


Francis J. Heney, but other parts of California are not 
so inclined. 
Hiram W. Johnson, the assistant to 


Heney as a special prosecutor, also has some sup- 
porters. 


As a result of these numerous aspirants the league 


leaders are in a state of confusion relative to a selec- 
tion, although they seem to be agreed that they must 
make a selection of a candidate for Governor to sub- 
mit to the electors in their political c.imp. A caucus 
or conference has been called for February 7th in this 
city and it is expected that it will lay plans for at least 
nominating a Governor if not a whole State ticket for 
the voters to indorse at the August primary. 


THE PROHIBITIONISTS. 


The Prohibitionists have begun a campaign in this 


city, having for its purposes the increase of the pres- 
ent liquor license and a limitation of the number of 
saloons. 
While there are sixteen counties in Califor- 


nia that have gone dry the temperance people do not 
expect to accomplish that result in San Francisco. 
They do believe, however, that the license of $500 a 
yca> could be readily doubled and, that this city is in 
no disliessful need of 3000 saloons, while Los Angeles 
gets along very comfortably with 200 licensed drink- 
ing places and no resident of the city of Los Angeles 
to date has been reported as suffering from an un- 
quenched thirst for alcoholic or malt beverages. 


While San Francisco has about 3000 licensed drink- 


ing places there are also several hundred "blind pigs," 
the proprietors of which pay no Federal or municipal 
license and which are much patronized by women. 
The Prohibitionists, and even a few with most liberal 
ideas relative to the joys and pleasures of alcoholic in- 
dulgence, do not believe that San Fram isco would suf- 
fer even if the proportion of one drinking place, either 
blind or with red lights in full glare, to each 100 in- 
habitants was in a measure reduced. 
... 


The officers of the high license movement report 


that its petitions are being circulated cuietly and sys- 
tematically and that signatures are being obtained in 
excess of their earlier expectations. 


SAN FRANCISCO'S BUSINESS. 


The extent of San Francisco's business and its 


financial prosperity are far- beyond the conception of 
the general public. This is shown by the published 
results of the recently successful efforts of Treasurer 
William C. Ralston to have the. sub-treasury in this 
city made a member of the Clearing House. Thir 
course has caused it to become generally known for 
the first time that the sub-treasury in San Francisco 
does a business of $2,000,000 a week or in excess of 
$100,000,000 a year, which, far from an insignificant 
item, has been in a measure overlooked heretofore.
